June, Lord Milner made some interesting 
remarks on Imperial Affairs, making special 
reference to Indin and to tho suggestion 
that colonial self-government he granted 
to that country. ft 

Lord: Milner said he. often. wished, 
when speaking of -the British Empire, 
that we.could lave two yeterally ro- 
coguized appellations hy which to dis- 
tinguish the two widely different, and 
indecd, contrasted types of states of which 
that Empire was composed.’ Ho .was 
thinking, of céurse, of the contrast be- 
tween the self-governing. communities of 
European ‘blood and the coramunitios of 
coloured bldod—Asiatic, African, West 
Indjan, which although . often enjoying. 
some form of autonomy were, in the main, 
subject to the Government ‘of’ tho United 
Kingdom,: We must continue to have one 
name for the whole and the only availunte 
name was Empire, howerer much we might 
feel that, ad regarded one of the two grent, 
divisions it vas a misnomer. That being tho 
case, it was certainly unlucky that we had 
no convenient snb-title for the two groups, | 
because in the absence of such distinction 
it was hardly possible to make any yoncral 
statement at all about the British Empire, 
except that it was the British Empire, 
which would not ho false with reference to 
one-hul€ of. it. Incidently he observed 
that the antiqunted phrasoology which still 
grouped Australia and Singapore together 
as colonies, and the antiquated system 
which left; our relations with them to 
be dealt with by one Office, were, he 
thought, regrettable. In turning from 
questions, affecting the . self-governing 
Empire to questions affecting what for want 
of better term, he would call the depund- 
ont Empire, or vice yersa,- we must in- 
evitably expericnce a change of atmosphere 
which materially enhanced the difficulty of

any ultimate objecrs. Beside closer umon 
and co-operation, with — self-gaverning 
Colonies, there was another object which 
we talked much less about; though to 
many it might secm more important, or 
at least more attainable. He meant the 
retention and devolopmeant of the depend- 
ent Einpire, and especially of India which 
id—probab! 3 he the greatest of 
our possessions. By development he meant 
making the most of in. orery way, 
not merely developing its material re- 
sources, but the capacities of its people in- 
eluding their capacity for self government so 
far ‘as it could be carried out subject to our 
supreme contro] and absolute sovercignty, 
Personally, if he had te choose between an 
effective uniun of the great. self-governing 
States, and the Empire without the de- 
pendent States and the retention of the 
dependent States accompanied by complete 
separation from the distant commonities 
of our own blood he should choose the 
former, (Cheers); but on the other hand 
ho fully recognised that o bird in the 
hand was worth ¢wo ‘inthe hush. Any- 
thing like Imperial federation, sn effective 
uuion of the self-governing States, was not, 
as some thought a dream ; but, certainly, 
at present, if was little moro than an 
aspiration, though the sentiment ‘which 
made ‘it an-aspiration possible of attain 
ment was onc of great and growing force. 
(Cheers.) But the dependent Empire was a 
great present-day fact. There'was no doubt 
ofits actuality or immense importance, 
and cortainly wo should -be mad :fin, tho 
pursuit of any more distant and doubtfal 
however attractive project, we neglected the 
development and defence of those great pos- 
sessions which were absolutely ours to-day, 
(Hear, hear.) Lord Milner went on to say 
that he did not wish to be understood as 
suggesting that there wasanything incompa- 
tible in the pursuit’ of both thosg em 
and he proceeded to show that success in 
one was dependent on success in the other: 
Ho characterised as o hopeless absurdity 
the idea, which seemed to have a fascina- 
tion for some untutored minds, of extend- 
ing what w Hed: colonia! self-govern- 
ment to India. But when he ssid that, lat 
kim not bo thought to ignore the importance 
_of giving native capacity for government all 
jthe seope we possibly could, Next te the 
urgent economic problems, this must always 
che, it seemed to him, the first solicitude 
of .Anglo-Indian  statesmauship.
